Upon which it was by vote resolved
that the commmittee be instructed to
raise the necessary funds without delay, if
possible, and obtain the action of the se-
lectmen in conformity with the adopted
plan, for the streets around the common,
if they cannot for the whole,

After this there arose a discussion res-
pecting the best mode of disposing of
public money for improvement of the
streets; and inasmuch as the present char-
ter is not so explicit as is agreed to be
desirnble respecting the powers of the
trustees on that subject, it was resolved
that a committee be raised to draw a peti-
tion to the next Legislature, and have it
circulated among the freemen, for such
alterations and amendments to the charter
as may be necessary. T'he committee ap-
